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Production Schem es 

a. Dereta Luka, Director of trie Istrian Bauxite Mines, was received by 
Marshal Tito during the latter's August sojourn in Brioni. Luka 
submitted to Tito a plan whereby, through the addition of certain 
equipment and modern methods (unspecified), production in the 
bauxite mines could be increased by 30 percent* Tito allegedly 
favored immediate adoption of the plan. 

b. The metal and coal mines of Jelasnica, Krastnik, Rinj, Trbovljc, 
Varcs, Zagorje and Zeriica had recently received from the Shock 
Brigades of the People* ’ Front a series of directives for in- 
creasing production, based on a system used by Sirotanovic (fnu), 
who had become a Yugoslav !, £>TAr HAKOV ,r and national hero, having 
far exceeded his proauction quotas. 

Reclamation Proj ects 

At Sutorina and Ulcinj, in the Dalmatian Littoral, two large 
reclamation projects were initiated. At Sutorina approximately 
600 hectiurs of lano were being reclaimed for the purpose of 
growing specific plants anc herbs from which drugs and chemicals 
could be extracted* In the past Yugoslavia has had to import 
such r;h&rtiu*ceutlcal products from abroad. At Ulcinj h r , 000 
hectors were being reclaimed for the same purpose. 

In oraer to t rotect work brigades of the Peonies ? Front from 
mosquitoes and malaria, the entire work area near the Bo j ana River 
where it crosses the Ulcinj Plain was sprayed with i)DT from 
aircraft sup; lied by the Yugoslav Ministry of Health. 

At Stojesko rolje, in the Ulcinj plain, barracks had been con- 
structed for the workers, and a store, medical center and ele- 
mentary school were unucr construction. This part of the recla- 
mation project was being supervised by Jovo Jovetic, a Partisan 
com tander our in:: the rrar* 
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Lake Scutar i 

Wotk was proceeding on the draining oX Lake Scutari* as planned. 

At the tovm of Rec, which luis been protected from floods froia the 
Lake and the Bojana River by a dam built many years ago, a new dike, 
to be 6,11*0 meters in length, was under construction along the 
Vojana River, 

The brigades engaged in the project were to be housed on a small 
hill outside of the tovm where barracks were constructed. Up to 
that time, no mechanical equipment had been ua Je available .for this 
construction work. 

Work brigades from Kotor, Ulcinj and Vladimir are regularly engaged 
on the project, while small vclunteer groups from neighboring villages 
assist on Sundays and holidays. 

Suplja Stje na 

A small amount of new mining equipment from abroad had recently 
arrived at the leaa and zinc mines of Suplja Stjena and helped in- 
crease production slightly. 

Since work was being done without electric light, plans were still 
unaerway to build a hydro-electric plant In the vicinity of Graza. 

The miners were fed in a communal mess and there were many complaints 
about the quality of fooci. However, since most of *.he miners are 
members of the Yugoslav Communist Party, the food situation did not 
result in work etoi \ age.
